a revenue cutter, steamed out of this 
harbor to the reported position of 
th'e tanker, located on charts as being 
150 miles west of Tortugas.

the Comal and Sauke arrived at the 
position given by the Everett only a 
email amount of debris covered the 
high running sea.

ATLANTIC CITY, Oct. !».—Publlf 
ownership was scored as "socialistic 
and" In nine cases out of ten saturat- 
ed with politics and inefficiency, ' 
by C. D Emmons, f Baltimore, presi- 
dent of the American Electric Rail- 
way Association, addresing that or- 
ganization in convention here recent- 
ly. Several thousand electric railway 
men from an parts or the world were 
present. 
"The problem before all who would 
preserve a prosperous, sane nation is 
to demonstrate to the unthinking the 
falsity ot demagogues who advance 
toe socialistic cause and the ruin that 
lies in -adoption of their nostrums," 
Mr. Emmons declared 
The Detr&lt municinal street rail- 


way situation was cited by Mr. Em- 
mons as an example of the inability 
of municipal control advocates to 
keep their ^promises. There, he said, 
city officials proclaimed, at the end 
of a year's municipal operation, that 
they had made a "profit of $1 000,- 
000 under'a five cent fare" only to 
be compelled to admit, ^ few weeks 
later, that tbe so-tfalled "profit" was 
gone and that a fare raise and a 
new bond issue would be-necessary 
to keep the lines running 
"The people of Detroit were" prom- 
ised the five-cent fare, extended serv- 
ice, 
the finest equipment and pay- 
ment for the property out of earnings 
and no more bond issues by municipal 
control advocates," he said. 
"Such promises are easily made, 
but not easy to live up to .."Were it 
possible for a municipality to em- 
ploy !abr and buy materials at low- 
er prices than privately owned com- 
panies must pay, "demagogic promises 
might be kept. But ne cannot escapt 
facts, and the fact in the case Of De- 
troit Is that when it becanre neces- 
sary to Increase the wages of em- 
ployes, of the Department of Street 
Railway, those in charge of the rail- 
ways could turn only to the car* rid- 
ers for the additional money, and 
they increased the fare to six cents, 
plus one cent for a transfer. They did 
right, but they did nothing different 
from what every 
privately 
owned 
property has had to do in similiar 
circumstances. 
"In this connection I think It is 
timely and proper tovstate again the 
attitude, of 
the Association toward 
public, ownership 
That we are op- 
posed to it is common knowledge, 
but wny we are opposed to it may 
not be understood by the public. «Our 
opposition is not because we fear the 
loss of crur property—the laws of this 
country protect -all enterprises from 
Confiscation without payment of the 
full value of the property taken. Our 
opposition, is net due to fear of loss 
of profits, for Xome of the largjest 
rail-rays in the country have made no 
profits for several years. 
"Why, then, are we, and all other 
business organizations, 
op'posed 
to 
public ownership? Because it is for- 
eign to and in conflict with the funda- 
mental principles of the American 
government: because it is socialistic; 
because it is. in nine instances out 
of ten, wasteful, saturated with po- 
litics and Inefficiency, and because, 
once it is established as a principle, 
It means the end of the representa- 
tive form of government and the be- 
ginning of socialistic go\ eminent.

REDDING, Calif., Oct. 11— Train 
No. II, the Southern Pacific Railroad 
crack San Francieco express and malt 
was held up by twb robbers just a* it 
emerged from tunnel No. 13 in the 
Slsklyou mountains on the California. 
Oregon 
line this afternoon. Three 
trainmen were shot and killed, 
the 
mail car was dynamited, the charge 
killing a mall clerk. The robbers es- 
caped with an undetermined amount 
of loot. 
/ 
The dead: S. L. Bates, of Dunmulr. 
engineer; 
Marvin Seng, 
Redding, 
fireman; C. O. Johnson, 
Ashland, 
brakeman; — Elvi« E. Daugherty, -mall 
clerk. 
No passengers were molested 
by 
the bandits or injured by the explo- 
sion, so far as could be learned to- 
night. 
•

The robbery and slaying were be. 
lieved to have been the result of one 
of the most carefully planned hold. 
ups in the history of the western rail- 
roading. Only two men participated 
in the robbery, according to reports 
received here. One version of 
the 
robbery was that an explosion blew 
away part of the roof of the tunnel, 
causing it to cave m oskthe train. Aa 
the engineer brought roe train to a 
6to0 the two robbers advanced to 
the locomotive and shot the engineer, 
fireman arid Johnson, who was be- 
lieved to have been riding in 
the 


engine, although he was not on duty. 
Bates and Seng evidently died in- 
stantly, with bullets through 
their 
brains. Johnson was shot in the chest 
and died a few minutes later. 
The bandits then ran to the mail 
car and blew the door open with a 
charge of dynmaite, which ripped a 
gaping hole ip the car and set it on 
fire. This explosion Is believed 
to 
fcave caused the death of Mail Clerk 
Daugherty, the "'only occupant. 
Gaining entrance to the car, 
the 
bandits are believed to "have dynamit- 
ed the safe. They scooped up it* con- 
tents and fled from the burning car. 
A baggage clerk reported seeing 


two men riyi toward the front of the 
train after explosion in "the mail car. 
As soon as the train stopped, Con- 


ductor Marrett started forward to in- 
vestigate. He found Bates dead in 
the cab and Seng lying on the ground 
beside the engine, dead. Johnson was 
dying. 
Apparently the engine crew was 
shot and killed without warning and 
without mercy. Bate* had served 
as 
an engineer on the Spasta division of 
Southern Pacific for twenty years. He 
is survived by his widow. Seng is 
survived by a, widow and one child. 
Another -version of the stopping of 
the train, emanating from Aehla"nd, 
Oregon, 17 miles from the acene, was 
that it was flagged as the locomotive 
emerged from the tunnel trainmen on 
the rear assuming the stop was due 
to the fact a bridge repair crew was 
working in' the vicinity. According to 
this version four or five banflits were 
involved, some of them, having board. 
ed the train at SIskiyou,

tunnel and the fire In the mail car 
was extinguished. The car was cut off 
of the "train, which proceeded couth 
with a new cre'w In charge. 
Meanwhile officers o? Ashland, Ore- 
gon, and Redding and Treka, Califor- 
nia had been notified and a. hurried 
call was sent out for volunteers and 
tonight 
posses are

Southern Pacific officials rushed to 


the scene and an offer of $2500 re- 
ward for information leading to the 
arrest 'and conviction^ of any of the 
robbers •was made on the spot.

FARM RENTING 


GAINS SLIGHTLY 


IN PAST DECADE

MADISON, WI8.. Oct. 11—Farm 
tenantcy nl th» 
United 
Statog in- 
creaaod but on* por cent, (luring the 
last decade, contrary to the general 
belief that agricultural lands were 
rapidly pasting out of the hands of 
owner-operatora Into the hand* of 
tenants. Judging by a report of th« 
Institute for Research in Land Eco- 
nomic* and 
Public Utilities. This 


body, directed by Dr. Richard R. Ely, 
well-known economist, is organized 
specifically to 
conduct research in 


land problems. 
Basing Us conclusions upon 1920 
census figures, the Institute concludes 
that "an increase in tenantcy can be 
expected in the normal development 
of a nation, a fact neglected by many 
who look upon tenant farming a* 
something absolutely undesirable." 


£The report showed that tenants 
ojibrated approximately one-fourth of 
tho farms of the 
country in 1880, 


with a Jump to 28 per cent. In 1890, 
and to 35 per cent, in 1900. A more 
gradual increase came in the next 
two decades, the proportion in 1910 
being 37 per-cent, and in 1920, 38 per 
cent. 
Measured in terms of acreage of 
land in farms, about 28 per cent, of 
•farm land is being cultivated by ten- 
ants, according to the Institute state- 
ment. 
Measured in terms of im- 
proved acreage, tenants are said to 
occupy almost 35 per cent, of the im- 
proved land. 
The South is shown to have had a 
steady in crease In tenant farms, with 
some states showing over 60 per cent, 
of farm tenantcv. 
"Tne reason must be sought in the 
pievalence of one crop farming, par- 
ticularly cotton and tobacco, and In 
the human factor," the report declar- 
ed. "Three-fourths of the negro far- 
mers and a largo proportion of tho 
whites are renters. The boll weevil 
and the migration of negro labor to 
the North is bound to produce great 
changes In the preser.t renting ar- 
rangements. 
"However, 'n the la.«t decade seven 


statew In the South have had a d»- 
croutto or else practically no change 
In' the proportion of tenata to own- 
er*. 
They are: 
Florida, Alamaba. 
ilppl, Tennessee, Kentucky, Vlr- 
and Maryland. 
Ever since 1880 there has been a 
steady Increase in farm tenantcy in 
the corn belt. Missouri alone in an 
exception. 
In tho corn belt, eco- 


nomic forces t«terminlng tenantcy 
havo had full play.. Farms have In- 
creased in sUe ever since 1880. Agri- 
cultural machinery ha« made possible 
a larger acreage per man. The trac- 
tor has had a powerful Influence in 
tho same direction. Land is-at a pre- 
mium and its -value often Inflated, 
making ownership more difficult. 
"Kansas, Nebraska, and the Dako- 
tas have had the most remarkable 
Increases In the proportion of tenants 
to owners during the 
last decade. 


Western Minnesota shares in this in- 
crease with the Dakotas. North Da- 
kota'had only 14 per cent, of tenantcy 
in 1910, but now has over 25 per 
cent., while South Dakota jumped 
from 25 to 
5 per cent. 
One crop 
agriculture, large 
scale 
operations 


and the many farms held for specula-i 
tion are features that partly explain! 
this rapid ris eln tenantcy.

"Notable declines in tenant operat- 


ed farms have persisted in the East- 
ern states on the Atlantic seaboard 
from Virginia northward 
Only New 


York had a larger proportion of ten- 
ants in 1920 than it had In 1880, and 
even then in 1920 less than one-fifth 
of its farms were tenant operated. 
"Western states have such a va- 
riety of conditions that tenantcy fig- 
ures are not significant. The agricul- 
ture ranges from Irrigated land to 
ranching. New farms are still being 
created from the public domain, and 
these are practically all in the hands 
of owners. This fact tends to obacure 
the increase in tenant farms. 
"Utah has the lowest rate of ten- 
antcy in nie-United tSates outside of 
New England and Nevada, although 
it is one of the oldest of the western 
states and has a well developed agri- 
culture. The peculiar social and re- 
ligious Institutions of the Mormoni 
has to be" examined to explain this."
